cus his Guam conference on the 
works of peace clashed today 
Into a call by Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky for a sharp escalation 
of the Vietnam war. 
Johnson also got a 
report 
from his own close advisors 
that the Communists are doing 
s ome escalating of their own. 
At the first formal conference 
se ssion, atop the highest hill on 
this damp tropical 
island, Ky 
in his opening public statement 
questioned whether the time 
had not come for the 
United 
States to bomb Hanoi, block the 
harbor at Haiphong and expand 
the war into Laos and Cambodia. 
The public expressions 
of 
such questions made it apparent 
that Ky thinks the United States 
should do all those things. But 
both secretary of State 
Dean 
Rusk and secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara, meeting 
with newsmen after the session, 
emphasized repeatedly 
that 
there was no discussion 
of 
escalation. Rusk contended that 
Ky raised his questions only 
in the context that Hanoi 
is 
unwilling to seek peace. 
However, 
both 
McNamara 
and Gen. William C. Westmore­ 
land, the U.S. commander 
in 
Vietnam, said Johnson was told 
that the fighting in South Viet­ 
nam is becoming more intense 
and the Communists are step­ 
ping up the tempo of 
their 
offensive operations. 
McNamara said the chief ex­ 
ecutive's military advisers re ­ 
ported: “ The tempo of the war 
has increased significantly in 
recent weeks but, despite this 
fact, they believe the trend of 
the war is in our favor." 
He said the communists are 
using new weapons 
- rockets 
and bigger mortars - and are 
making an unsuccessful effort 
“ to seize the initiative." 
“ The enemy is by no means

IRONY: TAXES ARE BAD; SPENDING IS GOOD 
Government spending is popular today, despite 
the doubts its excesses raise in the minds of 
many Am ericans. 
The reason is sim ple, 
if 
not very creditable: 
too man}’ Americans 
are perfectly willing to accept federal money. 
But the money government spends has to come 
from somewhere, and that somewhere is the 
American taxpayer. 
The very same people 
who love to accept federal money often com ­ 
plain when they feel the bite of taxes. 
Taxes 
are just as unpopular as spending is popular. 
Ironic, isn’t it? 
In the past, constuctive Americans arguing for 
sound fiscal policies have warned about deficit 
spending and its dangers. 
Deficit 
spending 
is borrowing against the future, with additional 
interest payments that have to be met now from 
taxes. 
Deficits are important and certainly 
deserve careful examination; only a sm all part 
of our total government spending - just a bit 
over 5 per cent in the federal adm inistratee 
budget - is borrowed money. 
The great bulk 
of federal spending is still paid for by taxes 
here and now and we ought to have a very 
clear idea of how this taxing is done and what 
it really m eans. 
If we want to understand, we must rid our­ 
selves of the nation created by newspapers 
that all spending is summed up in the P resi­ 
dent's annual budget request to Congress. This 
is far from the fact. 
First of all, the administrative budget does 
not include any of numerous special services 
provided by special taxes, the best 
example 
being social security. 
When this additional 
federal spending is added to the 
federal ad­ 
m inistrative budget, the total figure r ise s from 
just below $100 billion to well above $125 bil­ 
lion. 
We must remember that the federal govern­ 
ment is not the only government we have in 
our country. 
We also have to support state 
and 
local governments, whose spending has 
been growing in recent years. 
Unlike the 
federal government, 
most state and 
local 
government 
spending is sharply 
lim ited by 
local law: 
as more and more special ser­ 
vices, in addition to the basic government ser­ 
vice of preserving law and order, are offered 
by 
state 
and local governments, new taxes 
be raised to pay for them. Perhaps these 
4®1(ÍnS iri a d^ffjprejjt bookkeeping cate- 
’"gory'than those paid to the federal government 
for federal services; yet, they are all paid 
by the 
sam e 
man, the taxpayer. 
It is his 
money and his money alone which can sup­ 
port, through taxes, all three levels 
of 
government: local, state and federal. 
The true m easure of the cost 
of govern­ 
ment - the total amount of spending 
that 
must be paid for in taxes, with a bit of borrow­ 
ing on the side - is the cost of local, state 
and federal governments added together. 
This is especially important to understand when 
we hear so much talk about “ tax cu ts.“ 
To 
cut one kind of taxes while increasing another 
kind does not lighten the load on the taxpayer; 
it only shifts it around. 
Last year, a federal income tax cut 
was 
enacted by Congress with tremendous fanfare. 
For the tim e being, many taxpayers thought 
they had m ore money to spend; but at 
the 
tim e, C ongress had increased the social se ­ 
curity payroll tax. 
There is even now a move 
for eight increases in SS taxes over the next 
21 years to pay for hospital care for the e l­ 
derly. 
Aside from the m erit or lack of m erit of 
any of these plans, it was a sim ple fact that 
most if not all of the money added to the take- 
home pay of the ordinary American by the in­ 
come tax cut would soon be taken away again 
by increases in the social security tax. 
This becom es even clearer when the cost of 
state and local governments is brought into the 
picture. 
According to estim ates by the Tax 
Foundation, state spending is now rising 
at 
the average rate of 8 per cent a year. 
Increasingly, states are resorting to the de­ 
vice pioneered by the federal government - the 
withholding of several kinds of taxes from pay­ 
checks. 
Year by year, the column of various 
sums taken out of the paycheck first by the 
federal government then by the state govern­ 
ment grows longer. 
Undoubtedly, this 
cuts 
down on evasion of taxes, which can never be 
morally justified in j. country where any F ree­ 
dom rem ains. Yet, the trend is there and ought 
to be clearly recognized. 
Otherwise, people 
might assum e that all the talk about “ tax cuts“ 
at the federal level really means they can get 
more government spending and services for 
le ss 
money 
- a very attractive version of 
having your cake and eating it too. 
Now, what about deficits? Many people assume 
that the whole argument over deficit spending 
by government is whether the federal govern­ 
ment ought to be in debt. 
The plain fact is, 
due to wars and defense needs, the national 
debt is more than $300 billion, and such a vast 
sum of money can hardly be repaid in the near 
future. 
The issue is whether we will continue 
to go deeper in debt. 
' *re again, we make a mistake if we view this

a “ moral issu e“ ; i.e., that we ought 
i t 
! 
in debt so much and certainly ought 


not to get in deeper. As long as our credit as 
a nation is good, making a moral issue of the 
national debt just w ill not a p p e a l to many people. 
Among some circles, this may be a goodargue- 
ment against deficit spending. 
With most, it 
does not carry much weight. 
The point which ought to be stressed is that 
for each additional dollar the federal govern­ 
ment goes into debt, the taxpayer here and now 
w ill have to pay several cents in interest. This 
is not just a burden we push off onto our children 
or grandchildren, as so many have said. 
It 
is an extra burden on us right now. 
Money 
borrowed must not only be paid back; it must 
be paid for. 
Already, interest on the national 
debt is the second largest item in the federal 
budget, trailing only defense spending in size. 
As we go deeper in dept by $5 billion to $10 
billion each year, the interest that has to be 
paid on the ' total debt each year also 
in­ 
creases. 
This payment of interest is a bur­ 
den on the taxpayer which 
so-called “ econo­ 
m ies“ cannot lighten. 
It is a rising charge 
and a burden which w ill increase indefinitely 
with greater deficits, unless the size of the 
national debt is reduced. 
In promoting a broader understanding of taxa­ 
tion, it is also important to show that the total 
tax burden is not m easured by all the taxes 
one pays directly to government: 
when every 
incom e, payroll, sales and 
property tax and 
every special fee paid has been added up, there 
still rem ains indirect and hidden taxation that 
the taxpayer 
shells out for goods he buys. 
When taxes of any kind are levied on the 
manufacture and sale of goods, those taxes be­ 
come part of the cost of manufacture and sale 
and, therefore, raise the price of goods. The 
ordinary citizen may never have heard of many 
of the taxes levied on the m akers and sellers 
of goods, but in the end he pays a large part 
of those taxes him self through higher prices 
on these goods. 
From this example, it is easy to see that in 
the long run a tax on one is a tax on all. It 
is tragic that taxes have so long been the ob­ 
ject of pulling and hauling by special interest 
groups. 
Any gains or advantages by special 
interest groups are temporary. 
The total tax 
burden is in the end shared in many different 
ways by all. 
However we may amuse ourselves with myths 
of “ free federal m o n e y , “ every cent any govern­ 
ment spends in this country must come 
from 
taxes, or from debasement of the 
currency 
through inflation which has been called “the 
cru elest tax o f a ll.“ Those taxes must come from 
earners and producers, restricting the rewards 
of their earning and production. Whether 
the 
benefits provided are worth the cost is 
a 
question every American must answer 
for 
him self.

A MEDICAL MILESTONE 
The United States will pass 
another medical milestone this 
spring 
when medical 
school 
graduations push the nation’s 
population of physicians over 
the 300,000 mark. The entry of 
the 300,000th doctor of medi­ 
cine in the records of the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association will be 
an event of special significance. 
In a nation accustomed to dra- 
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matic progress in the science of 
medicine, too little recognition 
has been given the medical pro­ 
fession for its quiet, persistent 
efforts to increase the number 
of physicians available to bring 
the benefits of modern medicine 
to the American people. 
Too often, uninformed or m is­ 
informed critics of the profes­ 
sion have accused the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association 
of 
limiting the supply of physicians 
to keep competition down and 
fees up. On the contrary, the 
AMA and the state and local 
medical 
societies have done 
more than any other organiza­ 
tion, public or private, to in­ 
crease the number of doctors. 
The physician population has 
been increasing faster than the 
general population for several 
years and is expected to con­ 
tinue this trend. 


Medical 
school construction 
has been booming. The U.S. now 
has 88 medical 
schools --11 
more than existed at the end of 
World War IL In the next five 
years, 13 more will open. At 


least six and possibly a dozen 
others will tie built or under 
construction by 1975. Medical 
school enrollments and gradua­ 
tions are at record levels. 
The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation 
particularly has long 
been engaged in extensive pro­ 
grams to attract more talented 
students to careers in medicine, 
to assist medical students, in­ 
terns and residents to finance 
their education and training, to 
help in the development of new 
medical schools, and to main­ 
tain high standards of medical 
education. 
These constructive 
programs have a twofold ob­ 
jective: 
To increase the num­ 
ber of doctors to meet the de­ 
mands of a growing population 
and to assure that the doctors 
who serve you have the best pos­ 
sible education and training.

CONTROL OF EDUCATION 
Control 
of education in our 
country continues to shift from 
the local to the national level. 
For many years after our Re­ 
public was established, educa­ 
tion remained under the juris­ 
diction of the States, counties, 
and local school districts. In 
recent years, however, the real 
authority has resided in Wash­ 
ington. This has come about 
gradually, but surely, through 
the enactment of far-reaching 
and all-encompassing aid-to- 
education bills. 
Paradoxically, the one legis­ 
lation enactment that has given 
the most power anJ authority 
to bureaucrats is not in any of 
the 
various 
aid-to-education 
bills. 
Rather, it is contained 
ii the so-caliedCivii Rights Act 
of 1964. Found in Title VI of 
that Act, it is the section which 
authorizes wtthhoM'ng of funds 
, under 
all grant-in-aid pro­ 
grams until the local adminis- 
tractors 
comply with the de­ 
mands laid down in Washington. 
This provision has become the 
silent partner to all federal 
grant-in-aid programs but thus 
far, it has been applied pri­ 
marily in the field of education. 
The Office of Education and the 
social planners have used the 
authority given them through 
Title VI to assume dictatorial 
powers not even envisioned by 
Congress when the Act 
was 
passed. They have done this by 
issuing “ guidelines” apparently 
to assist the local school dis­ 
tricts in formulating plans of 
compliance. 
Compliance 
with these so- 
called “guidelines” is being re­ 
quired as though they had the 
force and effect of law, which 
they do not. These “guidelines” 
are simply extra-legal means of 
requiring that which the law it­ 
self does not require.

WASHINGTON - As the Senate 
Ethics Committee ground 
its 
hearings toward a stop 
last 
week, it was apparent that its 
investigative staff had done a 
meticulous job of probing Sen. 
Dodd’s finances, but that the 
senators themselves either had 
forgotten or ignored some of 
the most important points in 
the strange career of Tom Dodd. 
These include his 
backdoor 
law practice, payroll padding, 
payroll maneuvering, favors to 
gift-bearing 
lobbyists, 
ac­ 
cepting free automobiles and 
airplane travel from 
those 
doing business with the govern­ 
ment. 


Since this column had some­ 
thing to do with starting the 
Dodd investigation, we trust 
the Senate committee will not 
resent our reporting some of 
the facts which they 
over­ 
looked. Here are a few 
of 
them; 
Repairs on Dodd’s 
summer 
home - Mchael C^Hare, Dodd’s 
former office manager 
and 
bookkeeper, was prepared 
to 
testify that more than $50,000 
was taken out of the testimonial 
dinner funds to renovate Dodd’s 
summer home in NorthStoning- 
ton, Conn. He was not cross- 
examined. 
The whole 
thing 
was ignored. 
Advice on tax-free gifts - Sen. 
Dodd 
has claimed that he had 
the advice of his lawyers 
to 
treat 
contributions 
to testi­ 
monial dinners 
as 
tax-free 
gifts. 
However, sworn testi­ 
mony before the Senate com­ 
mittee showed that Dodd’s tax 
accountant in Hartford, David 
Nichols, 
warned him other­ 
wise. 
Nichols learned 
that 
Dodd has transferred $6,000 to 
his personal account 
from 
funds raised at the “ D.C, re­ 
ception for Dodd” and warned 
that the $6,000 loan that this 
money was taxable, while at the 
same time claiming that other 
identical contributions were not 
taxable. 
Loans & Jobs - Dodd per­ 
suaded the White House to ap­ 


point the son of Lazarus Hay- 
man in Hartford as assistant 
U.S. attorney in Connecticut. 
Simultaneously Dodd borrowed, 
first $7,500 from Hayman; later 
$6,000 from him to satisfy a 
total income tax payment of 
$13,500. 
The Senate committee listened 
to testimony regarding Dodd’s 
borrowing to pay this $13,500 
but never really delved into 
whether Dodd paid back 
the 
money and its possible con­ 
nection with the U.S. attorney­ 
ship which Dodd secured for the 
son of his benefactor. 
Backdoor 
Law Practice - 
There’s a criminal statute for­ 
bidding a Senator from taking 
law fees in return for practice 
before Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart Udall in the case of a 
government park and a 
high 
rise apartment which Dodd's 
client Tom Frouge wanted to 
build in San Francisco 
ob­ 
structing the view of the Golden 
Gate. 
Dodd even quarreled with his 
law associates about his share 
of the legal business. 
“ I am sure 
you will under­ 
stand,” he wrote his law as­ 
sociates on July 2, 1961, “ when 
I tell you that I have made a 
large contribution to the firm, 
and actually my return has been 
small. 
It should be much lar­ 
ger, and this is something I will 
have to talk about very soon. 
“ I am sure you know as well 
as I do that there is a con­ 
siderable amount of business 
that goes into the office be­ 
cause of me... 
“ Many men who are in public 
life receive a steady 
income 
from their law practices be­ 
cause of the value of the as­ 
sociation.” 
Letter to LBJ - An array of 
Dodd 
witnesses, 
obviously 
carefully coached, swore to the 
Senate committee that money 
raised from testimonial din­ 
ners was for the purpose 
of 
paying Dodd's personal 
ex­ 
penses, not campaign expenses. 
The Senate 
committee, how­ 
ever, knew of one clinching 


letter written by Dodd to none 
less than Lyndon B. Johnson, 
then vice president, Aug. 5, 
1963, thanking him for agreeing 
to speak at Dodd day in Connec­ 
ticut to assist me in rny forth­ 
coming campaign,” Dodd wrote 
to Johnson. 
The Senate committee could 
have subpoenaed the 
letter 
from Dodd’s files or requested 
it from the White House. It did 
neither. 
Payroll 
Padding - 
Mrs. 
Beverly Curry of Hartford has 
been on the Senator's payroll 
for six years for $4,500 
an­ 
nually. Mrs. Curry is supposed 
to be attached to the Hartford 
office but has never worked 
there. 
But her husband is a 
big Connecticut politician whose 
support Dodd needs. 
The son 
of Mrs. Florence 
Lowe, Washington representa­ 
tive of Metromedia, was put 
on the juvenile delinquency sub­ 
committee payroll, though he 
had no experience in the intri­ 
cate problem of the causes of 
delinquency. 
Metromedia was 
under Investigation for 
its 
emphasis on TV crime at the 
time. 
Edward Sullivan, who draws 
$15,000 a year as a member 
of Dodd’s staff, lives in Hart­ 
ford and does no real work for 
Dodd 
except 
money-raising. 
Jim Gartland, who does come 
into the Dodd office, is chiefly 
a chair-warmer. These absorb 
much 
of the senator's 
staff 
salary allotment. 
Diverting Personnel-To make 
up for chair-warmers, Dodd di­ 
verts trained personnel to his 
office from the juvenile Delin­ 
quency Subcommittee. 
This 
committee, dealing with a vi­ 
tal subject, is supposed to have 
a staff of 21; .though only eight 
have been working on committee 
business. At one time during 
the investigation of televised 
crime 
by NBC, 
Committee 
Counsel Carl Perrlan threa­ 
tened to resign because he was

Rockefeller 
Pledges He'll 
Wipe Out All Non - Union La­ 
bor on Gigantic Projects. 
New York: - There 
were 
two of us dining with the gov­ 
ernor in one of the Rockefeller 
suites some time ago when 
a 
motorcycle state trooper a r­ 
rived from the capital with a 
piece 
of legislation 
which 
needed signing before midnight. 
Mine was the only fountain 
pen - and since the new law 
called for the expenditure 
ol 
$750 million, I was tempted 
to hurl my quill out the window 
and dam the gold flow. But 1 
yielded and came away minus 
one pen and with the impression 
that Nelson Rockefeller always 
thinks giant size. 
It is his master 
strategy 
on all fronts. The ocher day, for 
example, he invited 40 leaders 
of AFL-CIO craft unions to his 
office.

on March 10. He outlined a $5- 
to $6 • billion transportation­ 
highway • airport construction 
program.

SOLVING A FEW 
LAUNDRY PROBLEMS 
Automatic washers will do a 
good job of getting clothes clean 
if proper laundering procedures 
are followed. A comparison of 
your procedures against the fol­ 
lowing may isolate the problem 
and provide the solution. 
Graying of 
fabrics may be 
caused from overloading your 
laundry equipment - water not 
hot enough, not enough detergent 
in washing or soaking, or too 
long a wash or soak time. 
When loading your washer al­ 
low enough room for items to 
circulate freely during 
agi­ 
tation. 
About two-thirds full 
is enough, and don't pack the 
clothes in. 
Water should 
reach 
your 
washer at 140 degrees to 160 
degrees. 
If the water heater 
is far from the washer, turn 
the thermostat on the heater 
higher to compensate for the 
distance, and be sure that your 
water heater is large enough 
to accommodate all of 
the 
family's hot water needs. 
Soil released from fabric in 
soaking will be redeposited 
when you do not use a deter­ 
gent, or not enough detergent. 
Soak the load of clothes with 
enough detergent for no more 
than 15 minutes. 
The strength of detergent can 
be used up if the wash time is 
too long and a redeposit of the 
soil onto clothes will occur. 
Wash 
only the recommended 
length of time for each type of 
load. 
Not enough detergent is 
the 
chief cause of graying. 
Use 
the full amount recommended 
for your 
particular laundry 
equipment or by the detergent 
manufacturer. 
Yellowing of fabrics may be 
caused by incomplete removal 
of oily based soils, certain 
bleaches, water impurities, or 
age. 
i To remove oil based soil, pre- 
ineat are» wdth a,heavy solution 
of laundry detergent. Wash fab­ 
ric in hot water, using suffi­ 
cient detergent and a bleach 
suitable to the fabric. 
The 
action of chlorine bleach on cer­ 
tain resin-treated cottons and 
rayons may cause them to yel­ 
low. Treat with color remover 
before ironing. 
The heat and 
retained chlorine will form an 
acid that will form fabric dam­ 
age. 
Use oxygen-based bleach 
for future bleaching. 
To remove yellowing caused by 
iron in the water, use a solu­ 
tion of oxalic acid (one table­ 
spoon in one cup of warm water) 
or use a commercial rust re­ 
mover. 
Precaution must be 
used with the oxalic acid solu­ 
tion. 
Use rubber gloves 
to 
prevent irritation to the skin 
and do not use the solution on 
nylon. 
Yellowing caused by age can 
be treated with a detergent that 
contains a brightener, and 
is 
especially good on polyesters. 
For age yellowed nylons use a 
color remover or a special ny­ 
lon whitener. 
Excessive lint can be caused 
by overloading the 
laundry 
equipment 
and 
improper 
sorting. 
Load the wash so the 
clothes are allowed to 
move 
freely in the wash water. 
The 
water action will flush lint from 
the fabric surfaces. 
When items giving up 
lint, 
towels, or cotton fabrics, are 
laundered together with items 
that naturally attract 
lint 
(synthetic fabrics), the latter 
will become unsightly from lint.

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Legislature Strives to Upgrade 


Missouri Education.. Mackey 


CAPE GIRARDEAU — 
The 
Missouri legislature is mak­ 
ing 
strides to overcome the 
shortcomings of the state in 
public education, Earl Mackey 
state representative from the 
155th district, said Frida.. 
Mackey, a member of th< house 
education and Interstair coop­ 
eration committees, addressed 
about 
100 school superinten­ 
dents from Southeast Missouri 
at the school administrators di­ 
vision meeting of the annual 
two-day district educators con­ 
ference. 
preceding Mackey's address, 
joe Russell, president of the 
Cape Girardeau board of edu­ 
cation, explained the goals of 
the national education assess­ 
ment program. 
Mackey said he feels that Mis­ 
sourians 
are becoming more 
concerned with the deficiencies 
In public education throughout 
the state and that this concern 
Is being reflected in the cur­ 
rent legislature. “ This is an 
education-minded legislature,'* 
he remarked. 
To illustrate this statement, 
the representative outlined the 
14 proposals made by the legis­ 
lature to improve the lot 
of 
Missouri schools: 
One bill that has passed in the 
house and is now in the senate 
is the interstate compact 
of 
education, which allows Mis­ 
souri to join with other states 
to discuss education problems. 
The compact sets up a clearing 
house 
for the Interchange of 
educational ideas among states. 
“ This bill would help the states 
keep 
control of education," 
Mackey said. 
Solving prob­ 
lems in education by the states 
would reduce the need for fed­ 
eral intervention in public edu­ 
cation, he added. 
Another bill provides that the 
boards of education may esti­ 
mate the average pupil atten­ 
dance for the next year rather 
than the current year in apply-, 
lng for state funds, as is done 
now. 
If the school expects an in­ 
crease in enrollment, the board 
could make note of such 
in­ 
creases, 
Mackey 
explained. 
There are two versions of this 
bill — one from the house and 
one from the senate. “ The house 
bill is less limited than the sen- 
nate bill," he remarked, point­ 
ing out that under the senate 
bill only an anticipated increase 
in attendance during the next 
year. The house bill has no quota 
restrictions. 
The 
controversial “ shared­ 
time bill" is another measure 
designed to improve education 
in Missouri, Mackey continued. 
This bill, WftUfe Das been passed 
by the 
house, allows handi­ 
capped children enrolled in pri­ 
vate and parochial schools to 
received 
special education in 
public schools. 


M 


If passed, these children would 
receive state financial aid to at­ 
tend 
those special education 
classes. The bill,however, has 
become 
involved in the reli­ 
gious education conflict 
and 
probably will not pass in the 
senate, Mackey said. 
A bill which has passed 
the 
house and the senate provides 
state support for kindergarten 
programs. Missouri lags behind 
many states because it has no 
state 
supported kindergarten 
program, Mackey explained. 
A scholarship bill which sets 
up 12 scholarships from each 
congressional district and four 
at large to help needy students 
has been passed by the house, 
Mackey said. This bill provides 
$500 scholarships 
for atten­ 
dance at state colleges and is 
designed to keep students in the 
state. 
Another bill designed to raise 
the quality of education in Mis­ 
souri would 
require that 
a 
teacher have a master's degree 
or 32 hours of college credit 
beyond the bachelor's degree to 
obtain a lifetime certificate to 
teach in the state. 
A 
sixth education 
measure 
proposed 
by the legislature 
calls for the establishment of a 
Missouri school reorganization 
commission. 
“ The one-room 
schoolhouse still exists in the 
state," Mackey noted. 
Good 
school districts are adjacent to 
districts offering an inadequate 
curriculum to meet the needs of 
its population, he added. 
This commission would study 
the 
education 
facilities 
and 
needs throughout the state and 
make 
recommendations 
for 
guidelines toward school 
re­ 
organization. 
Another bill 
calls for a con­ 
stitutional amendment to 
pro­ 
vide transportation for public, 
private and parochial pupils out 
of state welfare funds. If the bill 
passes, it must be submitted in 
a 
referendum to 
Missouri 
voters as a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment. 
A bill still in the house edu­ 
cation committee calls for rais­ 
ing the compulsory attendance 
age in public schools from 16 to 
17. 
A student would have to be 
17 years old before he could 
drop out of school. 
Mackey expressed confidence 
that a special education 
bill 
providing for large increases in 
state aid to handicapped (ex­ 
ceptional) children would 
be 
passed by the legislature. One 
of the shortcomings of this b ill' 
is that it has no provisions for 
increase in state aid for the 
gifted child, Mackey stated. 
A «bill still in committee would 
prohibit tee refueling of school 
buses while passengers are on 
tee bus. Some danger exists to 
tee passengers when they are 
aboard during refueling, he ex­ 
plained.

To better the lot of teachers, 
the legislature has proposed a 
bill providing that a school dis­ 
trict with five or more certi­ 
fied employes be given 30 or 
more minutes for lunch with no 
assigned duties, Mackey pointed 
out. 
M issouri lags behind many 
other states in the field of edu­ 
cational 
television, 
he con­ 
tinued. To offset this, a bill still 
in committee calls for estab­ 
lishing a state educational tele­ 
vision authority. 
Twenty-nine 
states have or are constructing 
facilities to utilize television in 
classroom education, he noted, 
and M issouri needs such facili­ 
ties to keep pace in the moderr 
education techniques. 
Another bill -- the teacher- 
tenure bill — applying to 
all 
full-tim e teachers, adm inistra­ 
to rs, 
counselors and 
school 
nurses states that the 
em ­ 
ploye 
would attain permanent 
status after three years in the 
school system and could not be 
dism issed except for some spe­ 
cific reason. Reasons for dis­ 
m issal would include immoral 
behavior, incompetence in per­ 
formance of duties and 
other 
specifically 
stated 
reasons. 
Dism issal could be effected only 
after a 
full and fair hearing, 
Mack, y said. 
A money bill in the senate pro­ 
vides for a $10 million increase 
in 
the school foundation fund. 
This is not an adequate increase 
to meet the needs, Mackey said, 
but any increase in the fund 
would be an improvement. 
“ Legislators only pass 
the 
law s," 
the 
representative 
stated. He charged the admin­ 
istrato rs to make the laws ef­ 
fective. If a law 
is not car­ 
ried out on the local level, it 
is of little value, he pointed out. 
“ M issouri 
needs to make 
greater efforts to improve the 
lot of its educators," he added. 
The newer crop of teachers will 
be making legitimate demands 
for higher wages and 
better 
working conditions to upgrade 
their profession, he noted. If 
teachers cannot improve their 
lot in M issouri, they will go 
elsewhere to practice their pro­ 
fession in states where their 
demands are being met, Mackey 
pointed out. 


The legislature and the local 
education adm inistrators “ must 
red ress 
the teachers* griev­ 
ances" or else they will 
be 
dealing with a teacher's union, 
Mackey concluded. 
Joe Russell, a Cape Girardeau 
attorney, reviewed work being 
done by the exploratory com­ 
mittee for nationwide a sse ss­ 
ment of education. 
Russell traced the history of 
nationwide assessm ent of edu­ 
cation, which began in 19C3 when 
the 
Carnegie Foundation was 
approached 
by 
citizens who 
asked if anything could be done 
to determine the level of edu­ 
cation throughout the country. 
The 
alarm of the 
citizenry 
grew 
out of 
charges 
that 
“ Johnny can't read or w rite." 
Studies have refuted these char­ 
ges, but have also raised the 
question, “ Johnny can read, but 
exactly what can he read?" Rus­ 
sell pointed out. “ We must be 
able to give adequate and well- 
founded answ ers," he said. 
Some of the questions raised 
concerned the adequacy of te st­ 
ing program s and whether pro­ 
per use was made of testing 
program s. 
The Carnegie Foundation un­ 
dertook to find out how fea­ 
sible it was to determ ine the 
general 
education 
levels 
throughout the country and con­ 
cluded that such a study could 
be done. Dr. Ralph Tyler was 
asked to chair the committee, 
which was charged with two re ­ 
sponsibilities: 
1. To confer with school ad­ 
m inistrators, school boards and 
educators to see how such an 
evaluation could be made. 
2. To develop and tryout in­ 
strum ents and procedures 
to 
implement the program s. 
With this charge the committee 
set out statements of objec­ 
tives by calling on those p er­ 
sons knowledgeable in the field, 
then called on others to appraise 
and criticize the recommended 
objectives, Russell explained. 
After these objectives 
were 
formulated, the Tyler 
com­ 
mittee approached four major 
firm s that devise educational 
tests to have tests drawn up 
which could measure levels of 
American education. 
Many of 
these tests were recommended 
by the study committee 
to be 
sent back to the test 
firm s 
for further development. 
Russell, who was one of the 
m em bers of the committee in­ 
vited to San Francisco to study 
the 
recommendations 
of the 
Tyler committee, said the study 
group spent two days 
going 


over the test exercises drawn 
up by the firm s. 
Russell said that he was wor­ 
ried 
at first that the evalua­ 
tion of education on a nation­ 
wide scale would lead to fed­ 
eral involvement in and control 
of public education, but that he 
no longer thinks such federal 
control 
will result 
from the 
study. 
The proposed evaluation has 
been opposed by many who fear 
the federal government will take 
over public education or use the 
results of the tests to deter­ 
mine allocations 
of federal 
funds to public education. 
The tests will not be adm inis­ 
tered on a universal basis, Rus­ 
sell pointed out, but rather from 
a random sample of 256 test 
groups. 
The sample will be drawn from 
four 
geographic regions with 
regard to age groups (9, 13,17

JEFFERSON* CltY (AP) — 
Looking into the future is a pre­ 
carious business, but all the stu­ 
dies indicate Missouri 
must 
face the possibility at a tax in­ 
crease by 1969 or 1970. 
It won't happen before then 
because 
Gov. 
Warren 
E. 
Heames has pledged he will not 
increase taxes during this four- 
year term. He is running for a 
second term in 1968—although 
no formal announcement has 
been made. 
But all the experts say he 
cannot make the same pledge 
during his second term. 
This was brought out (dearly 
this week in Senate debate cm 
the so-called Heller plan to 
memorialize Congress to adopt 
some form of tax sharing with 
the states. Both houses adopted 
the memorial. 
Sen. Albert M. Spra (fling, D- 
Cape Girardeau, an advocate of 
the Heller plan along with the 
governor, said that if Missouri 
is to share in the estimated $65 
million that would be available 
under the tax sharing proposal, 
some form of state tax increase 
would be necessary. 
As of now, the best guess is 
that the increase would come in 
the form of increased personal 
income taxes, increased liquor 
taxes or some other area where 
Missouri ranks among the low­ 
est of the states. 
According to a study by the 
UJS. Department of Commerce, 
Missouri's efforts to raise rev­ 
enue locally are sixth lowest in 
the nation. 
The governor argues, as he 
did in a speech at Atlanta this 
week, that the states should be 
given more leeway to study 
their problems and solve them, 
without federal pre-emption of 
most tax sources. 
In that speech he cited the 
federal highway beautification 
requirements and Title 19 of the 
"Medicaid" law as two out­ 
standing examples of the way 
the federal government 
re­ 
quires states to meet federal 
standards 
or lose federal 
grants. 
"For many years" he said, 
"we have been drawing closer 
to a 'big brother’ concept of 
government — a concept that 
adds more and more controls 
over intimate portions of our 
lives. • . 
"We are being asked to ac­

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
IRONY: TAXES ARE BAD; SPENDING IS GOOD 
Government spending is popular today, despite 
the doubts its excesses raise in the minds of 
many Americans. 
The reason is sim ple, 
if 
not 
very 
creditable: 
too many Americans 
are perfectly willing to accept federal money. 
But the money government spends has to come 
from somewhere, and that somewhere is the 
American taxpayer. 
The very same people 
who love to accept federal money often com­ 
plain when they feel the bite of taxes. 
Taxes 
are just as unpopular as spending is popular. 
Ironic, isn’t it? 
In the past, constuctive Americans arguing for 
sound fiscal policies have warned about deficit 
spending and its dangers. 
Deficit 
spending 
is borrowing against the future, with additional 
interest payments that have to be met now from 
taxes. 
Deficits are important and certainly 
deserve careful examination; only a sm all part 
of our total government spending - just a bit 
over 5 per cent in the federal adm inistrative 
budget - is borrowed money. 
The great bulk 
of federal spending is still paid for by taxes 
here and now and we ought to have a very 
clear idea of how this taxing is done and what 
it really means. 
If we want to understand, we must rid our­ 
selves of the nation created by newspapers 
that all spending is summed up in the P resi­ 
dent’s annual budget request to Congress. This 
is far from the fact. 
First of ail, the administrative budget does 
not include any of numerous special services 
provided by special taxes, the best 
example 
being social security. 
When this additional 
federal spending is added to the 
federal ad­ 
m inistrative budget, the total figure r ise s from 
just below $100 billion to well above $125 bil­ 
lion. 
We must remember that the federal govern­ 
ment is not the only government we have 
in 
our country. 
We also have to support state 
and 
local governments, whose spending has 
been growing in recent years. 
Unlike the 
federal 
government, 
most 
state and 
local 
government spending is sharply 
lim ited by 
local law: 
as more and more special se r ­ 
vices, in addition to the basic government ser ­ 
vice of preserving law and order, are offered 
by 
state and local governments, new taxes 
ynrost be raised to pay for them. Perhaps these 
t^el(fng irj a di|^ re£t bookkeeping cate­ 
gory than those* paid to the federal government 
for federal services; yet, they are all paid 
by the 
same 
man, the taxpayer. 
It is his 
money and his money alone which can sup­ 
port, through taxes, all three levels 
of 
government: local, state and federal. 
The true measure of the cost 
of govern­ 
ment - the total amount of spending 
that 
must be paid for in taxes, with a bit of borrow­ 
ing on the side - is the cost of local, state 
and federal governments added together. 
This is especially important to understand when 
we hear so much talk about “ tax cu ts.” 
To 
cut one kind of taxes while increasing another 
kind does not lighten the load on the taxpayer; 
it only shifts it around. 
Last year, a federal income tax cut 
was 
enacted by C ongress with tremendous fanfare. 
For the tim e being, many taxpayers thought 
they had more money to spend; but at 
the 
tim e, Congress had increased the social s e ­ 
curity payroll tax. 
There is even now a move 
for eight increases in SS taxes over the next 
21 years to pay for hospital care for the e l­ 
derly. 
Aside from the m erit or lack of m erit of 
any of these plans, it was a sim ple fact that 
most if not all of the money added to the take- 
home pay of the ordinary American by the in­ 
come tax cut would soon be taken away again 
by increases in the social security tax. 
This becomes even clearer when the cost of 
state and local governments is brought into the 
picture. 
According to estim ates by the Tax 
Foundation, state spending is now rising 
at 
the average rate of 8 per cent a year. 
Increasingly, states are resorting to the de­ 
vice pioneered by the federal government - the 
withholding of several kinds of taxes from pay­ 
checks. 
Year bv year, the column of various 
sums taken out of the paycheck first by the 
federal government then by the state govern­ 
ment grows longei. 
Undoubtedly, this 
cuts 
down on evasion of taxes, which can never be 
morally justified in a country where any F ree­ 
dom rem ains. Ycl, the trend is there and ought 
to be clearly recognized. 
Otherwise, people 
might assume that all the talk about “ tax cuts” 
at the federal level really means they can get 
more government spending and services for 
less 
money 
- a very attractive version of 
having your cake and eating it too. 
Now, what about deficits? Many people assume 
that the whole argument over deficit spending 
by government is whether the federal govern­ 
ment ought to be in debt. 
The plain fact is, 
due to wars and defense needs, the national 
debt is more than $300 billion, and such a vast 
sum of money 
hardly be repaid in the near 
future. 
The issue is whether we will continue 
L; < \ n deeper in debt. 
t.g tiu, we make a mistake if we view this 
a “ moral issu e” ; i.e., that we ought 
1 
in debt so much and certainly ought 


not to get in deeper. 
As long as our credit as 
a nation is good, making a moral issue of the 
national debt just will not a p p eal to many people. 
Among some circles, this may be a goodargue- 
ment against deficit spending. 
With most, it 
does not carry much weight. 
The point which ought to be stressed is that 
for each additional dollar the federal govern­ 
ment goes into debt, the taxpayer here and now' 
will have to pay several cents in interest. This 
is not just a burden w e push off onto our children 
or grandchildren, as so many have said. 
It 
is an extra burden on us right now. 
Money 
borrowed must not only be paid back; it must 
be paid for. 
Already, interest on the national 
debt is the second largest item in the federal 
budget, trailing only defense spending in size. 
As we go deeper in dept by $5 billion to $10 
billion each year, the interest that has to be 
paid on the 
total debt each year also 
in­ 
crea ses. 
This payment of interest is a bur­ 
den on the taxpayer which 
so-called “ econo­ 
m ie s” cannot lighten. 
It is a rising charge 
and a burden which w ill increase indefinitely 
with greater deficits, unless the size of the 
national debt is reduced. 
In promoting a broader understanding of taxa­ 
tion, it is also important to show that the total 
tax burden is not measured by all the taxes 
one pays directly to government: 
when every 
incom e, payroll, sales and 
property tax and 
every special fee paid has been added up, there 
still remains indirect and hidden taxation that 
the taxpayer 
shells out for goods he buys. 
When taxes of any kind are levied on the 
manufacture and sale of goods, those taxes be­ 
com e part of the cost of manufacture and sale 
and, therefore, raise the price of goods. The 
ordinary citizen may never have heard of many 
of the taxes levied on the makers and sellers 
of goods, but in the end he pays a large part 
of those taxes him self through higher prices 
on these goods. 
From this example, it is easy to see that in 
the long run a tax on one is a tax on all. It 
is tragic that taxes have so long been the ob­ 
ject of pulling and hauling by special interest 
groups. 
Any gains or advantages by special 
interest groups are temporary. 
The total tax 
burden is in the end shared in many different 
ways by all. 
How'ever we may amuse ourselves with myths 
of “ free federal money,” every cent any govern­ 
ment spends in this country must come 
from 
taxes, or from debasement of the 
currency 
through inflation which has been called “ the 
cruelest tax of a ll.” Those taxes must come from 
earners and producers, restricting the rewards 
of their earning and production. Whether 
the 
benefits provided are worth the cost is 
a 
question every American must answer 
for 
him self.

The entry of 
the 300,000th doctor of medi­ 
cine in the records of the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association will I*?

In a nation accustomed to d ra­ 


matic progress in the science of 
medicine, too little recognition 
has been given the medical pro­ 
fession for its quiet, persistent 
efforts to increase the number 
of physicians available to bring 
the benefits of modern medicine 
to the American people. 
Too often, uninformed or m is­ 
informed critics of the profes­ 
sion have accused the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association 
of

to keep competition down and 
fees up.

societies have done 
more than any other organiza­ 
tion, public or private, to in­ 
crease the number of doctors. 
The physician 
population has 
been increasing faster than the 
general population for several 
years and is expected to con­ 
tinue this trend.

The U.S. now 
has 88 medical 
schools -- 11

CONTROL OF EDUCATION 
Control 
of education in our 
country continues to shift from 
the local to the national level. 
For many years after our Re­ 
public was established, educa­ 
tion remained under the juris­ 
diction of the States, counties, 
and local school districts. 
In 
recent years, however, the real 
authority has resided in Wash- 
ington. This has come about 
gradually, but surely, through 
the enactment of far-reaching 
and all-encompassing aid-to- 
education bills. 
Paradoxically, the one legis­ 
lation enactment that has given 
the mos* power and authority 
to bureaucrats is not in any of 
the 
various 
aid-to-education 
bills. 
Rather, it is contained 
ii the so-calledC M l Rights Act 
of 1964. Found in Title VI of 
that Act, it is the section which 
authorizes withholding of funds 
under 
all grant-in-aid 
pro­ 
gram s until the local adminis- 
tractors 
comply with the de­ 
mands laid down in Washington. 
This provision has become the 
silent partner to all federal 
grant-in-aid program s b’ji thus 
far, it has beer, applied pri­ 
m arily in the field of education. 
The Office ofEducationandthe 
social planners have used the 
authority given them 
through 
Title VI to assume dictatorial 
powers not even envisioned by 
Congress when the Act 
was 
passed. They have done this by 
issuing “ guidelines" apparently 
to assist the local school dis­ 
tricts in formulating plans of 
compliance. 
Compliance 
with these so- 
called “ guidelines" is being re­ 
quired as though they had the 
force and effect of law, which 
they do not. These “ guidelines" 
are simply extra-legal means of 
requiring that which the law it­ 
self does not require. HLH.

Ethic-; Committee ground 
its 
hearings toward a stop 
last 
week, it was apparent that its 
investigative staff had done a 
meticulous job of probing Sen. 
Dodd’s finances, but that 
the 
senators themselves either had 
forgotten or ignored some 
of 
the most important points in 
the strange career of Tom Dodd. 
These include his 
backdoor 
law practice, payroll 
padding, 
payroll maneuvering, favors to 
gift-bearing 
lobbyists, 
ac­ 
cepting free automobiles and 
airplane travel from 
those 
doing business with the govern­ 
ment. 


Since this column had some­ 
thing to do with starting the 
Dodd investigation, we trust 
the Senate committee will not 
resent our reporting some of 
the facts which they 
over­ 
looked. 
Here are a few 
of 
them: 


Repairs on Dodd’s 
summer 
home - Mchael O’Hare, Dodd's 
form er office manager 
and 
bookkeeper, was prepared 
to 
testify that more than $50,000 
was taken out of the testimonial 
dinner funds to renovate Dodd’s 
summer home in North Stoning- 
ton, Conn. He was not cross- 
examined. 
The whole 
thing 
was ignored. 
Advice on tax-free gifts - Sen. 
Dodd 
has claimed that he had 
the advice of his lawyers 
to 
treat 
contributions 
to testi­ 
monial 
dinners 
as 
tax-free 
gifts. 
However, sworn testi­ 
mony before the Senate com­ 
mittee showed that Dodd’s tax 
accountant in Hartford, David 
Nichols, 
warned him 
other­ 
wise. 
Nichols learned 
that 
Dodd has transferred $6,000 to 
his personal account 
from 
funds raised at the “ D.C. re­ 
ception for Dodd" and warned 
that the $6,000 loan that this 
money was taxable, while at the 
same time claiming that other 
identical contributions were not 
taxable. 
Loans & jobs - Dodd per­ 
suaded the White House to ap- 


By 
point the son of Lazarus Hay- 
man in Hartford as assistant 
U.S. attorney in Connecticut. 
Simultaneously Dodd borrowed, 
first $7,500 from Hayman; later 
$6,000 from him to satisfy a 
total income tax payment of 
$13,500. 
The Senate committee listened 
to testimony regarding Dodd’s 
borrowing to pay this $13,500 
but never really delved into 
whether Dodd paid back 
the 
money and its possible con­ 
nection with the U.S. attorney­ 
ship which Dodd secured for the 
son of his benefactor. 
Backdoor 
Law Practice - 
There’s a criminal statute for­ 
bidding a Senator from taking 
law fees in return for practice 
before Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart Udall in the case of a 
government park and a 
high 
rise apartment which Dodd's 
client Tom Frouge wanted to 
build in San Francisco 
ob­ 
structing the view of the Golden 
Gate, 
Dodd even quarreled with his 
law associates about his share 
of the legal business. 
“ I am sure 
you will under­ 
stand," he wrote his law as­ 
sociates on July 2, 1961, “ when 
I tell you that I have made a 
large contribution to the firm, 
and actually my return has been 
sm all. 
It should be much lar­ 
ger, and this is something I will 
have to talk about very soon. 
"I am sure you know as well 
as I do 
that there is a con­ 
siderable amount of business 
that goes into the office be­ 
cause of me... 
“ Many men who are in public 
life receive a steady

Rockefeller 
Pledges He’ll 
Wipe Out All Non • Union L a­ 
bor on Gigantic Projects. 
New York: - There 
were 
two of us dining with the gov­ 
ernor in one of the Rockefeller 
suites some time ago when 
a 
motorcycle state trooper a r ­ 
rived from the capital with 
a 
piece 
of legislation 
which 
needed signing before midnight. 
Mine was the only fountain 
pen - and since the new law 
called for the expenditure 
oi 
$750 million, I was tempted 
to hurl my quill out the window 
and dam the gold flow’. But 1 
yielded 
and came away minus 
one pen and with the impression 
that Nelson Rockefeller always 
thinks giant size. 
It is his m aster 
strategj 
on ail fronts. The other day, for 
example, he invited 40 leaders 
of AFL-CIO craft unions to his 
office. They gathered at 11 a.m. 
on March 10. He outlined a $5- 
to $6 • billion transportation­ 
highway - airport construction 
program. 
Then he made an unprece­ 
dented prom ise:

The reason is simple, 
if 
not very creditable: 
too many Americans 
are perfectly willing to accept federal money. 
But the money government spends has to come 
from somewhere, and that somewhere is the 
American iaxpay er. 
The very same people 
who love to accept federal money often com­ 
plain when they feel the bite of taxes. Taxes 
are just us unpopular as spending is popular. 
Ironic, isn't it? 
In the past, consultive Americans arguing for 
sound fiscal policies have warned about deficit 
spending and its dangers. 
Deficit 
spending 
is borrowing against the future, with additional 
interest payments that have to be met now from 
taxes. 
Deficits are important and certainly 
deserve careful examination; only a small part 
of our total government spending - just a bit 
over 5 per cent in the federal administrative 
budget - is borrowed money. 
The great bulk 
of federal spending is still paid for by taxes 
here and now and we ought to have a very 
clear idea of how' this taxing is done and what 
it really means. 
If we want to understand, we must rid our­ 
selves of the nation created by newspapers 
that all spending is summed up in the Presi­ 
dent’s annual budget request to Congress. This 
is far from the fact. 
First of all, the administrative budget does 
not include any of numerous special services 
provided by special taxes, the best 
example 
being social security. 
When this additional 
federal spending is added to the 
federal ad­ 
ministrative budget, the total figure rises from 
just below $100 billion to well above $125 bil­ 
lion. 
We must remember that the federal govern­ 
ment is not the only government we have in 
our country. 
We also have to support state 
and 
local governments, whose spending has 
been growing in recent years. 
Unlike the 
federal government, most state and 
local 
government spending is sharply limited by 
local law': 
as more and more special ser­ 
vices, in addition to the basic government ser­ 
vice of preserving law and order, are offered 
by state and local governments, new taxes 
must be raised to pay for them. Perhaps these 
belong irj a dift^re^t bookkeeping cate­ 
gory than those* paid to the federal government 
for federal services; yet, they are all paid 
by the same man, the taxpayer. 
It is his 
money and his money alone which can sup­ 
port, through taxes, all three levels 
of 
government: local, state and federal. 
The true measure of the cost 
of govern­ 
ment - the total amount of spending 
that 
must be paid for in taxes, with a bit of borrow­ 
ing on the side - is the cost of local, state 
and federal governments added together. 
This is especially important to understand when 
we hear so much talk about “tax cuts.** To 
cut one kind of taxes while increasing another 
kind does not lighten the load on the taxpayer; 
it only shifts it around. 
Last year, a federal income tax cut 
was 
enacted by C ongress with tremendous fanfare. 
For the time being, many taxpayers thought 
they had more money to spend; but at 
the 
time, Congress had increased the social se­ 
curity payroll tax. 
There is even now a move 
for eight increases in SS taxes over the next 
21 years to pay for hospital care for the el­ 
derly. 
Aside from the merit or lack of merit of 
any of these plans, it was a simple fact that 
most if not all of the money added to the take- 
home pay of the ordinary American by the in­ 
come tax cut would soon be taken away again 
by increases in the social security tax. 
This becomes even clearer when the cost of 
state and local governments is brought into the 
picture. 
According to estimates by the Tax 
Foundation, state spending is now rising 
at 
the average rate of 8 per cent a year. 
Increasingly, states are resorting to the de­ 
vice pioneered by the federal government - the 
withholding of several kinds of taxes from pay- 
Year by year, the column of various 
ikon out of the paycheck first by the 
government then by the state govern- 
’ows longer. 
Undoubtedly, this 
cuts 
i evasion of taxes, which can never be 


I justified in a country where any Free- 
mains. Yet,, the trend is there and ought 
clearly recognized.

As long as our credit as 
a nation is good, making a moral issue of the 
national debt just will not a p p e a l to many people. 
Among some circles, this may be a good a r n e ­ 
ment against deficit spending. 
With most, it 
does not carry much weight. 
The point which ought to be stressed is that 
for each additional dollar the federal govern­ 
ment goes into debt, the taxpayer here and now 
will have to pay several cents in interest. This 
is not just a burden we push off onto our children 
or grandchildren, as so many have said. 
It 
is an extra burden on us right now'. Money 
borrowed must not only be paid back; it must 
be paid for. 
Already, interest on the national 
debt is the second largest item in the federal 
budget, trailing only defense spending in size. 
As we go deeper in dept by $5 billion to $10 
billion each year, the interest that has to be 
paid on the total debt each year also 
in­ 
creases. 
This payment of interest is a bur­ 
den on the taxpayer which 
so-called “econo­ 
m ies” cannot lighten. 
It is a rising charge 
and a burden which will increase indefinitely 
with greater deficits, unless the size of the 
national debt is reduced. 
In promoting a broader understanding of taxa­ 
tion, it is also important to show that the total 
tax burden is not measured by all the taxes 
one pays directly to government: 
when every 
income, payroll, sales and 
property tax and 
every special fee paid has been added up, there 
still remains indirect and hidden taxation that 
the taxpayer shells out for goods he buys. 
When taxes of any kind are levied on the 
manufacture and sale of goods, those taxes be­ 
come part of the cost of manufacture and sale 
and, therefore, raise the price of goods. The 
ordinary citizen may never have heard of many 
of the taxes levied on the makers and sellers 
of goods, but in the end he pays a large part 
of those taxes himself through higher prices 
on these goods. 
From this example, it is easy to see that in 
the long run a tax on one is a tax on all. It 
is tragic that taxes have so long been the ob­ 
ject of pulling and hauling by special interest 
groups. 
Any gains or advantages by special 
interest groups are temporary. 
The total tax 
burden is in the end shared in many different 
ways by all. 
However we may amuse ourselves with myths 
of “free federal money,” every cent any govern­ 
ment spends in this country must come 
from 
taxes, or from debasement of the 
currency 
through inflation which has been called “the 
cruelest tax of all.” Those taxes must come from 
earners and producers, restricting the rewards 
of their earning and production. Whether 
the 
benefits provided are worth the cost is 
a 
question every American must answer 
for 
himself.

school 
graduations push the nation's 
population of physicians over 
the 300,000 m ark. The entry of 
the 300,000th doctor of medi­ 
cine in the records of the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association will be 
an event of special significance. 
In a nation accustomed to d ra­ 


matic progress in the science of 
medicine, too little recognition 
has been given the medical pro­ 
fession for Its quiet, persistent 
efforts to increase the number 
of physicians available to bring 
the benefits of modern medicine 
to the American people. 
Too often, uninformed or m is­ 
informed critics of the profes­ 
sion have accused the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association 
of 
limiting the supply of physicians 
to keep competition down and 
fees up. On the contrary, the 
AMA and the state and local 
medical 
societies have done 
more than any other organiza­ 
tion, public or private, to In­ 
crease the number of doctors. 
The physician 
population has 
been increasing faster than the 
general population for several 
years and is expected to con­ 
tinue this trend.

CONTROL OF EDUCATION 
Control 
of education In our 
country continues to shift from 
the local to the national leveL 
For many years after our Re­ 
public was established, educa­ 
tion remained under the juris­ 
diction of the States, counties, 
and local school districts. 
In 
recent years, however, the real 
authority has resided in Wash­ 
ington. This has come about 
gradually, but surely, through 
the enactment of far-reaching 
and all-encompassing aid-to- 
educatlon bills. 
Paradoxically, the one legis­ 
lation enactment that has given 
the most power and authority 
to bureaucrats is not in any of 
the 
various 
aid-to-education 
bills. 
Rather, it is contained 
ii the so-calledC lvllRights Act 
of 19G4. Found in Title VI of 
that Act, it is the section which 
authorizes withholding of funds 
under 
all grant-in-aid 
pro­ 
grams until the local admims- 
tractors 
comply with the de­ 
mands laid down In Washington. 
This provision has become the 
silent partner to all federal 
grant-in-aid programs tot thus 
far, It has be r. applied pri­ 
marily in the field of education. 
The Office of Education and the 
social planners have used the 
authority given them 
through 
Title VI to assume dictatorial 
powers not even envisioned by 
Congress when the Act 
was 
passed. They have done this by 
Issuing “ guidelines" apparently 
to assist the local school dis­ 
tricts in formulating plans of 
compliance. 
Compliance 
with these so­ 
called “ guidelines" Is being re­ 
quired as though they had the 
force and effect of law, which 
they do not. These “ guidelines" 
are simply extra-legal means of 
requiring that which the law It­ 
self does not require. HLH. 
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80 per cent are male, 76 are col* 
lege-t rained, and 65 per cent are 
either business or professional 
men.

of 
the most important points in 
the strange career of Tom Dodd. 
These include his 
backdoor 
law prac tice, payroll 
padding, 
payroll maneuvering, favors to 
gift-bearing 
lobbyists, 
ac­ 
cepting free automobiles and 
airplane travel from 
those 
doing business with the govern­ 
ment. 


Since this column had some­ 
thing to do with starting the 
Dodd investigation, we trust 
the Senate committee will not 
resent our reporting some of 
the facts which they 
over­ 
looked. 
Here are a few 
of 
them; 


Repairs on Dodd’s 
sum m er 
home - Mchael OMlare, Dodd's 
former office manager 
and 
bookkeeper, was prepared 
to 
testify that more than $50,000 
was taken out of the testimonial 
dinner funds to renovate Dodd's 
summer home in North Stoning­ 
ton, Conn. He was not cross- 
examined. 
The whole 
thing 
was ignored. 
Advice on tax-free gifts - Sen. 
Dodd 
has claimed that he had 
the advice of his lawyers 
to 
treat 
contributions 
to testi­ 
monial dinners 
as 
tax-free 
gifts. 
However, sworn testi­ 
mony before the Senate com­ 
mittee stowed that Dodd’s tax 
accountant in Hartford, David 
Nichols, 
warned him 
otto r- 
wise. 
Nichols learned

ixxid has transferred $6,000 to 
his personal account 
from 
funds raised at the “ D.C, re­ 
ception for Dodd" and warned 
that tile $6,000 loan that this 
money was taxable, while at the 
same time claiming that other 
identical contributions were not 
taxable. 
Loans & Jobs - Dodd per­ 
suaded the White House to aj>- 


point the son of Lazarus Day­ 
man in Hartford as assistant 
U.S. attorney in Connecticut. 
Simultaneously Dodd borrowed. 
first $7,500 from Hay man; later 
$6,000 from him to satisfy a 
total Income tax payment of 
$13,500. 
The Senate committee listened 
to testimony regarding Dodd’s 
borrowing to pay this $13,500 
but never really delved Into 
whether Dodd paid back 
the 
money and Its possible con­ 
nection with the U.S. attorney­ 
ship which Dodd secured for the 
sort of his benefactor. 
Backdoor 
Law Practice - 
T here's a crim inal statute for­ 
bidding a Senator from taking 
law fees In return for practice 
before Secretary of the Interior 
Stewart Udall in the case of a 
government park and a 
high 
rise apartment which Dodd's 
client Tom F rouge wanted to 
build In San Francisco 
ob­ 
structing the view of the Golden 
Gate. 
Dodd even quarreled with his 
law associates about his share 
of the legal business. 
“ I am sure 
you will under­ 
stand," he wrote his law as­ 
sociates on July 2, 1961, “ when 
I tell you that I have made a

Diverting Personoel - To make 
up for chalr-w arm ers, Dodd di­ 
verts trained personnel to his 
office from tto Juvenile Delin­

thinks giant size. 
It Is his m aster 
strategy

SOLVING A FEW 
LAUNDRY PROBLEMS 
Automatic washers will do 
a 
good job of getting clothes clean 
if proper laundering procedures 
are followed. A comparison of 
your procedures against the fol­ 
lowing may isolate the problem 
and provide the solution. 
Graying 
of 
fabrics may I* 
caused from overloading your 
laundry equipment - water not 
hot enough, not enough detergent 
in washing or soaking, or too 
long a wash or soak time. 
When loading your washer al­ 
low enough room for items to 
circulate freely during 
agi­ 
tation. 
About two-thirds 
full 
is enough, and don’t pack the 
clothes in. 
Water should 
reach 
your 
washer at 140 degrees to 160 
degrees. 
If the water heater 
is far from the washer, 
turn 
the therm ostat on the 
heater 
higher to compensate for 
the 
distance, and be sure that your 
water heater is large 
enough 
to accommodate all of 
the 
fam ily's hot water needs. 
Soil released from fabric in 
soaking 
will 
be redeposited 
when you do not use a deter­ 
gent, or not enough detergent. 
Soak the load of clothes with 
enough detergent for no more 
than 15 minutes. 
The strength of detergent can 
be used up if the wash time is 
too long and a redeposit of the 
soil onto clothes will occur. 
Wash 
only the recommended 
length of time for each type of 
load. 
Not enough detergent is 
the 
chief cause of graying. 
Use 
the full amount recommended 
for your 
particular 
laundry 
equipment or by the detergent 
manufacturer. 
Yellowing of fabrics may be 
caused by incomplete removal 
of 
oily 
based soils, certain 
bleaches, water im purities, or 
age. 
To remove oil based soil, pre- 
tre a t axaa- wdith a heavy solution 
of laundry detergent. Wash fab­ 
ric in hot water, using suffi­ 
cient detergent and a 
bleach 
suitable 
to 
the fabric. 
The 
action of chlorine bleach on c e r­ 
tain resin-treated cottons and 
rayons may cause them to yel­ 
low. Treat with color remover 
before ironing. 
The heat and 
retained chlorine will form an 
acid that will form fabric dam­ 
age. 
Use oxygen-based bleach 
for future bleaching. 
To remove yellowing caused by 
iron in the water, use a solu­ 
tion of oxalic acid (one table­ 
spoon in one cup of warm water) 
or use a commercial rust re ­ 
mover. 
Precaution 
must be 
used with the oxalic acid solu­ 
tion. 
Use rubber gloves 
to 
prevent irritation to the skin 
and do not use the solution on 
nylon. 
Yrellowing caused by age can 
be treated with a detergent that 
contains a brightener, and 
is 
especially good on polyesters. 
For age yellowed nylons use a 
color rem over or a special ny­ 
lon whitener. 
Excessive lint can be caused 
by overloading the 
laundry 
equipment 
and 
improper 
sorting. 
Load the wash so the 
clothes are allowed to 
move 
freely in the wash water. 
The 
water action will flush lint from 
the fabric surfaces. 
When items giving up 
lint, 
towels, or cotton fabrics, are 
laundered together with items 
that naturally attract 
lint 
(synthetic fabrics), the 
latter 
will become unsightly from lint.

SOLVING A FEW 
LAUNDRY PROBLEMS 
Automatic washers will do a 
good job of getting clothes clean 
if proper laundering procedures 
are followed. A comparison of 
your procedures against the fol­ 
lowing may isolate the problem 
and provide the solution. 
Graying of 
fabrics may be 
caused from overloading your 
laundry equipment - water not 
hot enough, not enough detergent 
In washing or soaking, or too 
long a wash or soak time. 
When loading your washer al­ 
low enough room for items to 
circulate freely during 
agi­ 
tation. 
About two-thirds 
full 
Is enough, and don't pack the 
clothes In. 
Water should 
reach 
your 
washer at 140 degrees to 160 
degrees. 
If the water heater 
is far from the washer, turn 
the thermostat on the 
heater 
higher to compensate for 
the 
distance, and be sure that your 
water heater Is large 
enough 
to accommodate all of 
the 
family's hot water needs. 
Soil released from fabric in 
soaking 
will 
be redeposited 
when you do not use a deter­ 
gent, or not enough detergent. 
Soak the load of clothes with 
enough detergent for no more 
than 15 minutes. 
The strength of detergent can 
be used up lf the wash time is 
too long and a redeposit of the 
soil onto clothes will occur. 
Wash 
only the recommended 
length of time for each type of 
load. 
Not enough detergent is 
the 
chief cause of graying. 
Use 
the full amount recommended 
for your 
particular 
laundry 
equipment or by the detergent 
manufacturer. 
Yellowing of fabrics may be 
caused by incomplete removal 
of 
oily 
based soils, certain 
bleaches, water Impurities, or 
age. 
To remove oil based soil, pre- 
treut area wdth a heavy solution 
of laundry detergent. Wash fab­ 
ric In hot water, using suffi­ 
cient detergent and a 
bleach 
suitable to the fabric. 
The 
action of chlorine bleach on cer­ 
tain resin-treated cottons and 
rayons may cause them to yel­ 
low. Treat with color remover 
before ironing. 
The heat and 
retained chlorine will form an 
acid that will form fabric dam­ 
age. 
Use oxygen-based bleach 
for future bleaching. 
To remove yellowing caused by 
iron in the water, use a solu­ 
tion of oxalic acid (one table­ 
spoon In one cup of warm water) 
or use a commercial rust re ­ 
mover. 
Precaution 
must I* 
used with the oxalic acid solu­ 
tion. 
Use rubber gloves 
to 
prevent irritation to the skin 
and do not use the solution on 
nylon. 
Yellowing caused by age can 
be treated with a detergent that 
contains a brightener, and 
is 
especially good on polyesters. 
For age yellowed nylons use a 
color remover or a special ny­ 
lon whitener. 
Excessive lint can be caused 
by overloading the 
laundry 
equipment 
and 
Improper 
sorting. 
Load the wash so the 
clothes are allowed to 
move 
freely In the wash water. 
The 
water action will flush lint from 
the fabric surfaces. 
When Items giving up 
lint, 
towels, or cotton fabrics, are 
laundered together with items 
that naturally attract 
lint 
(synthetic fabrics), the 
latter 
will become unsightly from lint.

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Legislature Strives to Upgrade 


Missouri Education.. Mackey 


CAPE GIRARDEAU — 
The 
Missouri legislature Is mak­ 
ing 
strides 
to overcome the 
shortcomings of the state In 
public education, Earl Mackey 
state representative from the 
155th district, said F rid a ;. 
Mackey, a member of tin house 
education and Interstate coop­ 
eration com mittees, addressed 
about 
100 school superinten­ 
dents from Southeast Missouri 
at the school adm inistrators di­ 
vision meeting of the annual 
two-day district educators con­ 
ference. 
Preceding Mackey’s address, 
joe Russell, president of 
the 
Cape Girardeau board of edu­ 
cation, explained the goals of 
the national education assess­ 
ment program. 
Mackey said he feels that Mis­ 
sourians 
are becoming more 
concerned with the deficiencies 
in public education throughout 
the state and that this concern 
is being reflected In the cur­ 
rent legislature. “ This is an 
education-minded legislature,” 
he remarked. 
To illustrate this statement, 
the representative outlined the 
14 proposals made by the legis­ 
lature to improve the lot 
of 
Missouri schools: 
One bill that has passed In the 
house and Is now in the senate 
Is the Interstate compact 
of 
education, which allows Mis­ 
souri to join with other states 
to discuss education problems. 
The compact sets up a clearing 
house 
for the interchange of 
educational Ideas among states. 
“ This bill would help the states 
keep 
control of education,” 
Mackey said. 
Solving prob­ 
lems In education by the states 
would reduce the need for fed­ 
eral intervention In public edu­ 
cation, he added. 
Another bill provides that the 
boards of education may esti­ 
mate the average pupil atten­ 
dance for the next year rather 
than the current year In apply- , 
ing for state funds, as Is done 
now. 
If the school expects an in­ 
crease in enrollment, the board 
could make note of such 
in­ 
creases, 
Mackey 
explained. 
There are two versions of this 
bill -- one from the house and 
one from the senate. “ The house 
bill is less limited than the sen- 
nate bill,” he rem arked, point­ 
ing out that under the senate 
bill only an anticipated increase 
in attendance during the next 
year. The house bill has no quota 
restrictions. 
The 
controversial “ shared- 
time bill” Is another measure 
designed to improve education 
in M issouri, Mackey continued. 
This bill, which has been passed 
by the 
house, allows handi­ 
capped children enrolled in p ri­ 
vate and parochial schools 
to 
received 
special education in 
public schools. 


If passed, these children would 
receive state financial aid to at­ 
tend 
those special education 
classes. The bill,however, has 
become 
Involved in the re li­ 
gious education conflict 
and 
probably will not pass in the 
senate, Mackey said. 
A bill which has passed 
the 
house and the senate provides 
state support for kindergarten 
program s. Missouri lags behind 
many states because it has no 
state 
supported kindergarten 
program, Mackey explained. 
A scholarship bill which sets 
up 12 scholarships from each 
congressional district and four 
at large to help needy students 
has been passed by the house, 
Mackey said. This bill provides 
$500 scholarships 
for atten­ 
dance at state colleges and is 
designed to keep students in the 
state. 
Another bill designed to raise 
the quality of education in Mis­ 
souri would 
require that 
a 
teacher have a m aster's degree 
or 32 hours of college credit 
beyond the bachelor's degree to 
obtain a lifetime certificate to 
teach in the state. 
A 
sixth education 
measure 
proposed 
by the legislature 
calls for the establishment of a 
M issouri school reorganization 
commission. 
“ The one-room 
schoolhouse still exists in the 
state,” Mackey noted. 
Good 
school districts are adjacent to 
districts offering an inadequate 
curriculum to meet the needs of 
its population, he added. 
This commission would study 
the 
education 
facilities 
and 
needs throughout the state and 
make 
recommendations 
for 
guidelines toward school 
re ­ 
organization. 
Another bill 
calls for a con­ 
stitutional amendment to 
pro­ 
vide transportation for public, 
private and parochial pupils out 
of state welfare funds. If the bill 
passes, it must be submitted in 
a 
referendum to 
Missouri 
voters as a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment. 
A bill still in the house edu­ 
cation committee calls for ra is­ 
ing the compulsory attendance 
age in public schools from 16 to 
17. 
A student would have to be 
17 years old before he could 
drop out of school. 
Mackey expressed confidence 
that a special education 
bill 
providing for large increases in 
state aid to handicapped (ex­ 
ceptional) children would 
be 
passed by the legislature. One 
of the shortcomings of this bill 
is that it has no provisions for 
increase in state aid for the 
gifted child, Mackey stated. 
Ajbill still in committee would 
prdhiblt the refueling of school 
buses while passengers are on 
the bus. Some danger exists to 
the passengers when they are 
aboard during refueling, he ex­ 
plained. 


To better the lot of teachers, 
the legislature has proposed a 
bill providing that a school dis­ 
trict with five or more certi­ 
fied employes be given 30 or 
more minutes for lunch with no 
assigned duties, Mackey pointed 
out. 
Missouri 
lags behind many 
other states in the field of edu­ 
cational 
television, 
he con­ 
tinued. To offset this, a bill still 
in committee calls for estab­ 
lishing a state educational tele­ 
vision authority. 
Twenty-nine 
states have or are constructing 
facilities to utilize television ir. 
classroom education, he noted, 
and M issouri needs such facili­ 
ties to keep pace in the moderr 
education techniques. 
Another bill -- the teacher- 
tenure bill -- applying to 
all 
full-tim e teachers,adm inistra­ 
tors, 
counselors and 
school 
nurses states that the 
em ­ 
ploye 
would attain permanent 
status after three years in the 
school system and could not be 
dism issed except for some spe­ 
cific reason. Reasons for dis­ 
m issal would include immoral 
behavior, incompetence in p er­ 
formance of duties and 
other 
specifically 
stated 
reasons. 
Dism issal could be effected only 
after a 
full and fair hearing, 
Mack, y said. 
A money bill in the senate pro­ 
vides for a $10 million increase 
in 
the school foundation fund. 
This Is not an adequate increase 
to meet the needs, Mackey said, 
but any increase in the fund 
would be an improvement. 
“ Legislators only pass 
the 
laws,” 
the 
representative 
stated. He charged the admin­ 
istrato rs to make the laws ef­ 
fective. If a law 
is not car­ 
ried out on the local level, it 
is of little value, he pointed out. 
“ M issouri 
needs to make 
greater efforts to improve the 
lot of its educators,” he added. 
The newer crop of teachers will 
be making legitimate demands 
for higher wages and 
better 
working conditions to upgrade 
their profession, he noted. If 
teachers cannot improve their 
lot in M issouri, they will go 
elsewhere to practice their pro­ 
fession in states where their 
demands are being met, Mackey 
pointed out. 


The legislature and the local 
education adm inistrators “ must 
redress 
the teachers' griev­ 
ances” or else they will 
be 
dealing with a teacher's union, 
Mackey concluded. 
Joe Russell, a Cape Girardeau 
attorney, reviewed work being 
done by the exploratory com­ 
mittee for nationwide assess­ 
ment of education. 
Russell traced the history of 
nationwide assessm ent of edu­ 
cation, which began in 1903 when 
the 
Carnegie Foundation was 
approached 
by 
citizens who 
asked if anything could be done 
to determine the level of edu­ 
cation throughout the country. 
The 
alarm of the 
citizenry 
grew 
out of 
charges 
that 
“ Johnny can't read or write.” 
Studies have refuted these char­ 
ges, but have also raised the 
question, “ Johnny can read, but 
exactly what can he read?” Rus­ 
sell pointed out. “ We must be 
able to give adequate and well- 
founded answ ers,” he said. 
Some of the questions raised 
concerned the adequacy of test­ 
ing programs and whether pro­ 
per use was made of testing 
program s. 
The Carnegie Foundation un­ 
dertook to find out how fea­ 
sible it was to determ ine the 
general 
education 
levels 
throughout the country and con­ 
cluded that such a study could 
be done. Dr. Ralph Tyler was 
asked to chair the committee, 
which was charged with two re ­ 
sponsibilities: 
1. To confer with school ad­ 
m inistrators, school boards and 
educators to see how such an 
evaluation could be made. 
2. To develop and tryout in­ 
strum ents and procedures 
to 
Implement the program s. 
With this charge the committee 
set out statem ents of objec­ 
tives by calling on those per­ 
sons knowledgeable in the field, 
then called on others to appraise 
and criticize the recommended 
objectives, Russell explained. 
After these objectives 
were 
formulated, the Tyler 
com­ 
mittee approached four major 
firm s that devise educational 
tests to have tests drawn up 
which could m easure levels of 
American education. 
Many of 
these tests were recommended 
by the study committee 
to be 
sent back to the test 
firm s 
for further development. 
Russell, who was one of the 
members of the committee in­ 
vited to San Francisco to study 
the 
recommendations 
of the 
Tyler committee, said the study 
group spent two days 
going 


over the test exercises drawn 
up by the flrrns. 
Russell said that he was wor­ 
ried 
at first that the evalua­ 
tion of education on a nation­ 
wide scale would lead to fed­ 
eral involvement in and control 
of public education, but that he 
no longer thinks such federal 
control 
will result 
from the 
study. 
The proposed evaluation has 
been opposed by many who fear 
the federal government will take 
over public education or use the 
results of the tests to deter­ 
mine allocations 
of federal 
funds to public education. 
The tests will not be adminis­ 
tered on a universal basis, Rus­ 
sell pointed out, but rather from 
a random sample of 256 test 
groups. 
The sample will be drawn from 
four 
geographic regions with 
regard to age groups (9, 13, 17 
and adult), sex, socio-economic 
groups 
and demographic c ri­ 
teria (urban, suburban 
and 
rural), he explained. 
Included 
in the tests will be 3,000 
to 
4,000 exercises, ranging from 
written work to interviews, uses 
of motion pictures and film­ 
strip s 
and 
other education 
testing methods. 
A protest will be made to de­ 
term ine the validity of the tests. 
These protests will be evalu­ 
ated and revised if 
neces­ 
sary before the final tests are 
adm inistered, he noted. Admin­ 
istration of the tests is expected 
to begin in the latter part of 
1967. 
“ The public is entitled to know 
what it is getting for its school 
tax 
dollar,” 
Russell 
said. 
“ Sooner or later someone is 
going to have to do something 
about the assessm ent of educa­ 
tion.” He noted that Congress 
wrote into the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965 
a provision for this national 
testing. 
The knowledge of the levels of 
education throughout the coun­ 
try is vital, he continued. The 
mobility of the population re - 
quires such knowledge, he ex­ 
plained, pointing out that the con­ 
stant shift of population 
re ­ 
quires that all school districts 
provide superior education. A 
student who transfers from one 
school district to another will 
become the problem of that dis­ 
trict if the student’s previous 
district has failed to provide an 
adequate education, 
Russell 
rem arked.

Legislature Strives to Upgrade 


Missouri Education.. Mackey 


CAPE GIRARDEAU — 
The 
M issouri legislature Is mak­ 
ing 
strides 
to overcome the 
shortcomings of the state In 
public education, Earl Mackey 
state representative from the 
155th district, said Frida %. 
Mackey, a member of tin house 
education and interstair coop­ 
eration com m ittees, addressed 
about 
IOO school superinten­ 
dents from Southeast M issouri 
at the school administrators di­ 
vision meeting of the annual 
two-day district educators con­ 
ference. 
preceding Mackey’s address, 
Joe R ussell, president of 
the 
Cape Girardeau board of edu­ 
cation, explained the goals of 
the national education a ss e s s ­ 
ment program. 
Mackey said he feels that M is­ 
sourians 
are becoming more 
concerned with the deficiencies 
In public education throughout 
the state and that this concern 
is being reflected In the cur­ 
rent legislature. “ This is an 
education-minded legislature,** 
he remarked. 
To illustrate this statement, 
the representative outlined the 
14 proposals made by the le g is­ 
lature to Improve the lot 
of 
M issouri schools: 
One bill that has passed in the 
house and is now in the senate 
is the Interstate compact 
of 
education, which allows M is­ 
souri to join with other states 
to discuss education problems. 
The compact sets up a clearing 
house 
for the interchange of 
educational Ideas among states. 
“ This bill wouldhelpthe states 
keep 
control of 
education,** 
Mackey said. 
Solving prob­ 
lems in education by the states 
would reduce the need for fed­ 
eral intervention in public edu­ 
cation, he added. 
Another bill provides that the 
boards of education may e s ti­ 
mate the average pupil atten­ 
dance for the next year rather 
than the current year in apply­ 
ing for state funds, as is done 
now. 
If the school expects an in­ 
crease in enrollment, the board 
could make note of such 
in­ 
creases, 
Mackey 
explained. 
There are two versions of this 
bill - - one from the house and 
one from the senate. “ The house 
bill is le ss limited than the sen ­ 
na te bill,** he remarked, point­ 
ing out that under the senate 
bill only an anticipated increase 
i: 
attendance during the next 
year. The house bill has no quota 
restrictions. 
The 
controversial “ shared- 
time bill** is another measure 
designed to improve education 
in M issouri, Mackey continued. 
This bdl, which has been passed 
by the 
house, allows handi­ 
capped children enrolled in p ri­ 
vate and parochial schools 
to 
received 
special education In 
public schools. 


If passed, these children would 
receive state financial aid to at­ 
tend 
those special education 
classes. The b ill,however,has 
become 
Involved in the reli­ 
gious education conflict 
and 
probably will not pass in the 
senate, Mackey said. 
A bill which has passed 
the 
house and the senate provides 
state support for kindergarten 
programs. M issouri lags behind 
many states because it has no 
state 
supported kindergarten 
program, Mackey explained. 
A scholarship bill which sets 
up 12 scholarships from each 
congressional district and four 
at large to help needy students 
has been passed by the hoqse, 
Mackey said. This bill provides 
$500 scholarships 
for atten­ 
dance at state colleges and is 
designed to keep students in the 
state. 
Another bill designed to raise 
the quality of education In Mis­ 
souri would 
require that 
a 
teacher have a m aster's degree 
or 32 hours of college credit 
beyond the bachelor's degree to 
obtain a lifetim e certificate to 
teach in the state. 
A 
sixth education 
measure 
proposed 
by the legislature 
calls for the establishm ent of a 
Missouri school reorganization 
commission. 
“ The one-room 
schoolhouse still exists in the 
state,'* Mackey noted. 
Good 
school districts are adjacent to 
districts offering an inadequate 
curriculum to meet the needs of 
its population, he added. 
This com m ission would study

needs throughout the state and

recommendations

guidelines toward school 
re­ 
organization. 
Another bill 
ca lls for a con­ 
stitutional amendment to

vide transportation for public, 
private and parochial pupils out 
of state welfare funds.

tional amendment. 
A bill still in the house edu­

Mackey expressed confidence 
that a special education 
bill 
providing for large increases in 
state aid to handicapped (ex­ 
ceptional) children would 
be

A .bill still in com m ittee would 
prohibit the refueling of school 
buses while passengers are on 
the bus.

and M issouri needs such facili­ 
tie s to keep pace in the moderr 
education techniques. 
Another bill -- the teacher- 
tenure bill — applying to 
all 
full-tim e teachers,adm inistra­ 
to rs, 
counselors and 
school 
nurses states that the 
em ­ 
ploye 
would attain permanent 
status after three years in the 
school system and could not be 
dism issed except for som e spe­ 
cific reason. Reasons for d is­ 
m issal would include immoral 
behavior, incompetence in per­ 
form ance of duties and 
other 
specifically 
stated 
reasons. 
D ism issal could be effected only 
after a 
full and fair hearing, 
Mackay said. 
A money bill in the senate pro­ 
vides for a $10 million increase 
in 
the school foundation fund.

“ Legislators only pass

The Carnegie Foundation un­ 
dertook to find out how fea­ 
sible it was to determine the 
general 
education 
levels 
throughout the country and con­ 
cluded that such a study could 
be done. Dr. Ralph Tyler was 
asked to chair the com m ittee, 
which was charged with two re­ 
sponsibilities: 
1. To confer with school ad­ 
m inistrators, school boards and 
educators to see how such an 
evaluation could be made. 
2. To develop and tryout in­ 
struments and procedures 
to 
implement the programs. 
With this charge the committee 
set out statements of objec­ 
tives by calling on those per­ 
sons knowledgeable in the field, 
then called on others to appraise 
and criticize the recommended 
objectives, Russell explained. 
After these objectives 
were 
formulated, the Tyler 
com ­ 
mittee approached four major 
firm s that devise educational 
tests to have tests drawn up 
which could measure levels of 
American education. 
Many of 
these tests were recommended 
by the study committee 
to be 
sent back to the test 
firm s 
for further development. 
R ussell, who was one of the 
members of the committee in­ 
vited to San Francisco to study 
the 
recommendations 
of the 
Tyler com m ittee, said the study 
group spent two days 
going 


over the test exercises drawn 
up by the firm s. 
Russell said that he was wor­ 
ried 
at first that the evalua­ 
tion of education on a nation­ 
wide scale would lead to fed­ 
eral involvement in and control 
of public education, but that ho 
no longer thinks such federal 
control 
will result 
from the 
study. 
The proposed evaluation has 
been opposed by many who fear 
the federal government will take 
over (jubile education or use the 
results of the tests to deter­ 
mine allocations 
of federal 
funds to (jubile education. 
The tests will not be adminis­ 
tered on a universal basis, Rus­ 
sell pointed out, but rather from 
a random sample of 256 test 
groups. 
The sample will be drawn from 
four 
geographic regions with 
regard to age groups (9, 13, 17 
and adult), sex, socio-econom ic 
groups 
and demographic c r i­ 
teria (urban, suburban 
and 
rural), he explained. 
Included 
in the tests will be 3,000 
to 
4,000 exercises, ranging from 
written work to interviews, uses 
of motion pictures and film ­ 
strips 
and 
other education 
testing methods. 
A protest will be made to de­ 
termine the validity of the tests. 
These protests will be evalu­ 
ated and revised if 
neces­ 
sary before the final tests are 
administered, he noted. Admin­ 
istration of the tests is expected 
to begin in the latter part of 
1967. 
“ The public is entitled to know 
what it is getting for its school 
tax 
dollar,** 
Russell 
said. 
“ Sooner or later someone is 
going to have to do something 
about the assessm ent of educa­ 
tion.** He noted that Congress 
wrote into the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965 
a provision for this national 
testing. 
The knowledge of the levels of 
education throughout the coun­ 
try is vital, he continued. The 
mobility of the population re - 
quires such knowledge, he ex­ 
plained, pointing out that the con­ 
stant shift of population

quires that all school districts 
provide superior education. A 
student who transfers from one

This was brought out clearly 
this week in Senate debate on 
the so-called Heller plan to 
memorialize Congress to adopt 
some form of tax sharing with 
the states. Both houses adopted 
the memorial. 
Sen. Albert M. Spradling, D- 
Cape Girardeau, an advocate of 
the Heller plan along with the 
governor, said that II Missouri 
is to share in the estimated $65 
million that would be available 
under the tax sharing proposal, 
some form of state tax increase 
would be necessary. 
As of now, the best guess is 
that the increase would come in 
the form of increased personal 
Income taxes, increased liquor 
taxes or some other area where 
Missouri ranks among the low­ 
est of the states. 
According to a study by the 
UJS. Department of Commerce, 
Missouri's efforts to raise rev­ 
enue locally are sixth lowest in 
the nation. 
The governor argues, as he 
did in a speech at Atlanta this 
week, that the states should be 
given more leeway to study 
their problems and solve them, 
without federal pre-emption of 
most tax sources. 
In that speech he cited the 
federal highway beautification 
requirements and Title 19 of the 
“ Medicaid” law as two out­ 
standing examples of the way 
the federal government 
re­ 
quires states to meet federal 
standards 
or 
lose federal 
grants. 
“ For many years” he said, 
“we have been drawing closer 
to a *big brother’ concept of 
government — a concept that 
adds more and more controls 
over intimate portions of our 
lives. . . 
“We are being asked to ac­ 
cept the theory that all ills in 
our society must be cured by 
government for removed be­ 
cause you and I — and all our 
fellow citizens - are indifferent 
or Incapable of applying the 
equally time honored American 
tradition of lifting ourselves by 
our own boot-straps.” 
At another point he said: 
“I believe that the Heller 
plan would aid all the states be­ 
cause under the present grants 
in aid from the federal govern­ 
ment, we have only a small por­ 
tion of the money we send to 
Washington trickling back, nar­ 
rowly restricted by mandates of 
time and procedure fashioned 
and forwarded from Washing­ 
ton. . . 
“ Our country has been a sanc­ 
tuary 
of freedom for three 
centuries. I realize that our In­ 
creasingly complex society nec­ 
essarily demands more confor­ 
mity by all of us. 
“ But I do not believe that the 
fact our lives are more compli­ 
cated and that there are more 
of us each year should curtail 
the basic freedoms which have 
been Inherent in the lives of all 
of us who lived through the de­ 
cades before the 'soaring six­ 
ties’.” 
The governor’s views were re­ 
flected in the bipartisan support 
he got in both houses for memo­ 
rials asking Congress to consi­ 
der the Heller plan or some 
other tax sharing proposal. 
Sen. John E. Downs, D - St. 
Joseph, said that no problem 
would have arisen if the legis­ 
lature of Missouri and other 
states had met their responsibi­ 
lities to take care of such pro­ 
blems as highways, education, 
mental health and others. 
“We do not come Into this 
with clean hands,” he said In 
citing a familiar

in equity cases.

Versailles, said even under r .- 
apportionment, the fault lies 
with the legislatures which have

By 1970 


JEFFERSON CITY" (AP) —

It won't happen before then 
because 
Gov. 
Warren 
E, 
Hearnes has pledged he will not 
increase taxes during this four- 
year term. He is running for a 
second term in 1968—although 
no formal announcement has 
been made. 
But all the experts say he 
cannot make the same pledge 
during his second term . 
This was brought out clearly 
this week in Senate debate cm 
the so-called Heller plan to 
memorialize Congress to adopt 
some form of tax sharing with 
the states. Both houses adopted 
the memorial. 
Sen. Albert M. Spradling, D- 
Cape Girardeau, an advocate of 
the Heller plan along with the 
governor, said that ii Missouri 
is to share in the est! mated $6 5 
million that would be available 
under the tax sharing proposal, 
some form of state tax Increase 
would be necessary. 
As of now, the best guess Is 
that the Increase would come in 
the form of increased personal 
income taxes, Increased liquor 
taxes or some other area where 
Missouri ranks among the low­ 
est of the states. 
According to a study by the 
UJS. Department of Commerce, 
Missouri's efforts to raise rev­ 
enue locally are sixth lowest In 
the nation. 
Hie governor argues, as he 
did in a speech at Atlanta this 
week, that the states should be 
given more leeway to study 
their problems and solve them, 
without federal pre-emption of 
most tax sources. 
In that speech he cited the 
federal highway beautification 
requirements and Title 19 of the 
“ Medicaid" law as two out­ 
standing examples of the way 
the federal government 
re­ 
quires states to meet federal 
standards 
or lose federal 
grants. 
“ For many years'* he said, 
“we have been drawing closer 
to a Islg brother* concept of 
government — a concept that 
adds more and more controls 
over Intimate portions of our 
lives. • • 
"We are being asked to ac­ 
cept the theory that all Ills in 
our society must be cured by 
government far removed be­ 
cause you and I — and all our 
fellow citizens - are Indifferent 
or incapable of applying the 
equally time honored American 
tradition of lifting ourselves by 
our own boot-straps." 
At another point he said: 
"I believe that the Heller 
plan would ald all the states be­ 
cause under the present grants 
In aid from the federal govern­ 
ment, we have only a small por­ 
tion of the money we send to 
Washington trickling back, nar­ 
rowly restricted ay mandates of 
time and procedure fashioned 
and forwarded from Washing­ 
ton. . . 
"Our country has been a sanc­ 
tuary 
of freedom for three 
centuries. I realize that our in­ 
creasingly complex society nec­ 
essarily demands more confor­ 
mity by all af us. 
"But I do not believe that the 
fact our lives are more compli­ 
cated and that there are more 
of us each year should curtail 
the basic freedoms which have 
been inherent in the lives at all 
of us who lived through the de­ 
cades before the 'soaring six­ 
ties'." 
The governor's views were re­ 
flected in the bipartisan support 
he got in both houses for memo­ 
rials asking Congress to consi­ 
der the Heller plan or some 
other tax sharing proposal. 
Sen. John E. Downs, D - St. 
Joseph, said that no problem 
would have arisen lf the legis­ 
lature of Missouri and other 
states had met their responsibi­ 
lities to take care uf such pro­ 
blems as highways, education, 
mental health and others. 
"We do not come Into this 
with clean hands," he said In 
citing a familiar 
rule of law 
Iii equity cases. 
Sen. Thomas G. Woolsey, I • 
Versailles, said even under re­ 
apportionment, the fault lies 
with the legislatures which have 
gerrymander congesstonal dis­ 
tricts to keep in office men who 
are responsible for letting the 
federal government make un­ 
reasonable 
demands upon the 
states. 
"We tiave aided and abetted 
in this tiling by keeping these 
people In office," he said. 
Sen, Spradling, who is an of­ 
ficer uf the Council of State 
Governments, dated the down­ 
grading of state powers to tile

And 
this is the point I wish to em­ 
phasize. 
The proper way to 
take the pill is under the super­ 
vision of a physician. You can 
be sure that the teen-agers who 
are taking the pill are not do­ 
ing so under a physician’s in­ 
struction. 
Some teen-agers, and adults 
as well, are under the impres­ 
sion that the pill taken just be­ 
fore they go out will prevent 
conception for 24 hours. They 
are the ones who get pregnant.

Lodge, who Is resigning as am­ 
bassador to Saigon, to be a full­ 
time ambassador at large, a 
sort of diplomatic troubleshoot­ 
er. 
In that position he wUl 
change places with Ellsworth 
Bunker, who Is replacing him In 
Saigon. 
Rusk said the emphasis in the 
first round of talks was on the 
civUian side - political pro­ 
cesses, pacification, economic 
matters. 
He said talk of mili­ 
tary affairs was confined to a 
brief report. 
He stressed twice that, as he 
sees it, the government of South 
Vietnam is in full accord with 
the search for peace. 
McNamara said despite the 
new Communist o f f e n s i v e s 
moves, their efforts have been 
unsuccessful, their morale is 
suffering and their losses are 
running 60 per cent higher than 


a year ago. 
Westmoreland said that in the
